Between San Pedro and Puerto Cor- 


tez the road is in operation. The road 


is owned by a Spaniard, who bought it 
up and who has made considerable 
money out of his deal. It has a six- 
foot gauge, which is furnished with 
iron which will weigh about 30 pounds 
to the foot, and is about the roughest 
road it was ever the writer’s misfor- 
tune to ride over. The cars are regular 
old“ rattle-traps.“ and have no springs. 
The seats run the length of the car, 
and of all discomforts imaginable this 
beats anything in my experience. 

Two old-fashioned English locomo- 
tives, placed on the road when it was 
first constructed, are there yet. Great, 
heavy, unwieldy, ungraceful things, 
they drag the train along at the fright- 
ful velocity of about 10 miles an hour. 
when under a full head of steam. A 
Spanish engineer stands at the throttle 
and a Spanish conductor takes your 
ticket, for you get tickets on this trop- 
ical road. As accessories to the rapid 
movement of the train, two small 
boys are seated on the pilot, 
one over each rail and from their seat 
they pour sand on the rail from a 
bucket. A ton of sand is loaded onto 
the tender at a time; it being obtained 
from sandy bars on the numerous 
creeks crossed by the road. When 
fuel runs short, the train is brought to 
a standstill and all hands go into the 
jungle and cut wood, carrying it tothe 
engine in their arms. No such thin 
as having wood corded by the trac 
ever occurs to them. The tank is 
filled with water, being dipped up in 
buckets from streams. 

When mahogany logs are to be 
loaded onto the flatcars, the train- 
hands go out and with hand-spikes 
roll up the 1 sometimes a distance 
of a hundre ards. These great 
sticks are loaded on the cars by main 
strength and awkwardness,““ no me- 
chanical device ever being resorted to. 

s the traveler is yanked and jerked 
along over this unique road, the palm 
branches rattle on the roof and slap 
in the faces of the passengers at the 
window. It’s quite romantic, but 
rather uncomfortable. : 

At the time we made our first and 
only trip over this road it took us 10 
‘hours to make the 28 miles, and we 
were assured that it was a remark- 
ably quick trip, the same run some 
times requiring frem four to six days. 
We only got off the track twice, which 
was surprising. At one time, after 
having been delayed two hours in this 
way, and the engine having again 
heen placed on the rails, the conduc- 
tor gave a grand wave of his hand 
and cried out to the engineer: Let 
her fly, Miguel!“ and Miguel let her

A LESSON IN TREE-PLANTING. 


Los Angeles can learn much from 
the capital of the Nation, in the way 
of beautifying a city. The natural 
location of Washington was not par- 
ticularly attractive, but the tasteful 
and judicious expenditure of money 
has made it one of the most beautiful 
cities in the world. 
One of the first things the stranger 
in Washington’ notices is the trees, 
and about the first thing the Wash- 
ingtonian notices, when he visits other 
cities, is the absence of them: Prob- 
ably no other city in the world is so 
abundantly supplied with trees, and 
they do much to make it so beautiful. 
The total number of trees planted 
along the streets and avenues of 
Washington now amounts to 70,000, 
made up of about sixty varieties, com- 
ing from almost every part of the 
globe. Tree-planting in Washington 


was only commenced in 1872, 
on an extensive scale. It is 
under charge of a “parking 


commission,“ the members of which 
are students and admirers of Nature, 
and go to great pains to carry out 
their work. It is only under such 
men that so much success could have 
been attained, for the planting and 
caring for trees requires much skill 
and patience. Mostof the Washing- 
ton trees are of course deciduous, 
although there are some evergreens. 
Over 30,000 of the trees are maples. 
The linden is also popular. It is gen- 
erally believed that malaria is much 
less prevalent in Washington than it 
was before so many trees were planted. 
Altogether.thereare 240 miles of shade 
trees in Washington, or 120 miles of 
shaded streets, and the cost to the 
Government of the attention they re- 
quire has for the past ten years aver- 
aged $20,000 per annum, which to us 
seems a very moderate figure. 

Now, cannot we learn a lesson from 
Washington in this matter? Here we 
have a climate which will permit the 
growth of a hundred beautiful semi- 
tropical trees, for which the winters 
of Washington are too severe. We 
could produce some wonderfully beau- 
tiful effects by a judicious selection of 
such trees. It is true that there are

Two Important Arrests at 
Chicago. 


Coughlin Formally Charged 


Detective 
with Murder. 


O'Sullivan, the Ice-man, Also Taken 


Into Custody. 


The Officers Declare They Have Se- 
cured Important Evidence--A

CHICAGO, May 27.—!By the Associated 

Press.] The air today has been filled with 
rumors of important developments, arrests, 
etc., in connection with the Cronin ease, 
but with one or two exceptions it was next 
to impossible to confirm or disprove them, 
owing to the extreme reticence of the police 
authorities. Although the police today de- 
nied that P. O'Sullivan, the ice dealer 
whose name has been connected with the 
mysterious case from the first, had been ar- 
rested, it is asserted this evening that he 
has not been seen about his home or place 
of business all day.

Cronin, is under arrest, there seems to be no 
doubt that they have him in charge, and 
that important evidence of some nature has 
been secured against him.

FLAG COTTAGE. 


INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE 
DEN. 


nll” Williams Attempts to Slander 
an Old Lady who Worked at the 
„Flag“ —-MecCormiek Calls on Dr. 
Bovard—All of the Testimony in— 
A Strong Case for ‘the Prosecu- 
tion. 


—— 


The character of the Flag Cottage is 
still under fire in Justice Austin’s 
court. The specious attempts of Me- 
Cormick, its proprietor, to glaze over 
the real nature of the resort have only 
been equalled by the brutal questions 
sought to be asked by W. II. Williams, 
his attorney. The examination of wit- 
nesses was resumed at 9:30 o' clock yes- 
terday morning, and continued until 
6:80 o' clock last evening, when all the 
testimony was declared in by both 
sides. 

The general line of testimony intro- 
duced by the prosecution was that of 
residents near University Place and 
the Flag Cottage that it has beena 
house of ill fame during the past year, 
the time covered by the complaint. 

The first witness was Joseph Graf, 
son of the old German lady, Mrs. Graf, 
about whom Attorney Williams asked 
the question whether or not she had 
committed incest with her son, and for 
which he was promptly squelched by 
the Court. The Attorney,in the in- 
sulting manner which has gained for 
him such an unenviable reputation, 
attempted to question the son about 
the same matter. Hesneeringly asked 

him if he had not occupied the 


mother. The witness told of the 
visits of men and women to the Flag 
Cottage, and the boisterous manner in 
which they conducted themselves. He 
upon one occasion saw a hack coming 
from the Cottage,in which were two 
men and two women. One of the 
women, who was drunk, wanted to re- 
turn to the resort, and yelled murder.“ 
when her companions would not do so. 
Other witnesses who testified that 
the Flag Cottage was a house of ill- 
fame, were William Henderson, Sam 
Harvard,’ William Burkhart, John 
Davis, N. C. Anderson, J. L. Lovett. 
A. King, M. Kasson and Mrs. Annie 
Anderson. 

Old Mrs. Mary Graf was then ex- 
amined. She is an excitable woman, 
with a poor command of English, but 
her demeanor was modest, and her 
‘testimony bore the impress of honesty. 
Upon direct examination she testified 
that her home adjoins the Flag Cot- 
tage. That she swore to the complaint 
charging the McCormicks with keep- 
ing a house of prostitution. She said 
that she worked for the McCormicks, 
doing washing, before she knew the 
character of the place. But when she 
discovered it she would not go there 
any more. The noise from the Cottage 
by the people who resorted there fre- 
quently w ed her at night.

He said that his wife, himself and 
servants lived in the house, and his 
little daughter when she was not at 
school. hat his daughter has not 
been at home much, except when she 
was sick, and when she did come home 
he never allowed her to go in the par- 
lors. He denied that there have ever 
been prostitutes living in his house, 
and no one had slept in it except over 
night.

old French War of 1756 is known in 
history—a struggle which cost the 
Beitish North American colonies so 
dear, and which put anend to the 
French rule on the American conti- 
nent. Some Virginia troops were on 
their way to the Indian frontier in au- 
ticipation of the approaching hostili- 
ties. They encountered great difficul- 


ties on their march, and learned that 


the French were contemplating an at- 
tack. The enemy were building Fort 
Duquesne, at the head of the Ohio.

GEORGE I.. 

the first sovereign of England of the 
house of Hanover, was born May 28, 
1660, at Osnauburg, his father Ernest 
Augustus being Elector of Hanover. 
His mother was the Electress Sophia, 


aughter of Elizabeth Stuart, Queen of 
Bohemia. By a singular coincidence 
the Electress Sophia died on the anni- 
versary of her son’s birth, May 28, 1714. 
Under the Act of Settlement sassed 
by the English Parliament in 1701, the 
son of James II. was excluded from 
the throne, and the crown was limited 
to the Electress Sophie and her issue. 
As her death preceded that of Queen 
Anne, her rights devolved upon her 
son George, who was proclaimed King 
August 1, 1714. Suspecting the Tories 
of disloyalty the new monarch se- 
lected his ministers entirely from the 


| Whigs. In 1715 the adherents of the 


house of Stuart, led by the Earl of Mar, 
raised an insurrection in Scotland, 

when one of their armies was defeated 
at Sheriffmuir and another surrendered 
at Preston. The suppression of the 
rebellion early in 1716 was followed by 
a series of executions as relentless as 
they were effectual. A short war with 
Spain was terminated after a few en- 
gagements by a treaty of peace in 1719. 
George I. died June 11, 1727. 

THE NAME OF WEBSTER 

is made illustrious by the lexicographer, 
not less than the orator and statesman. 
Noah Webster, the author of the first 
American dictionary of the English 
language, was born in Conrecticut in 
1758. He graduated at Yale College, 
read law and removed to New York, 

where he published a daily paper, The 
Minerva. afterwards called The Com- 
mercial ‘Advertiser. Webster settled 


in New Haven in 1798. In 1783, he 
published in the Connecticut Courant, |

The greatest of 


William Pitt, was born in Kent, May 


ted to the barin 1780. He.was no less 
remarkable for his wonderful precocity 
in mastering the ancient languages 
than for his eloquence. - Entering Par- 
liament in 1782, he quickly rose to the 
first rank as a debater, and in July of 
that year, when Lord Shelbourne’ be- 
came Premier, he appointed Pitt Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. With the fall 
of this ministry, Pitt became leader of 
the opposition and in December, 1783, 
was made Premier. He embarked the 
British Empire in an uncompromising 
struggle with the French Revolution, 
the end of which he did not live to see. 
Worn out by anxiety and labor, his 
health began to fail in 1805, and the 
news of Napoleon’s victories at Ulm 
and Austerlitz completed the wreck of 
his physical strength. He died Janu- 
ary 23, 1806. 

„ THOMAS MOORE, 
whose poems are so highly esteemed, 
was born in Dublin May 28, 1780. He 
studied law in London, and visited the 
United States in 1804. In 1835 he vis- 
ited his native city and sought out the 
house in Aungier street in which he 
had been born, and in which he had 
spent the first 20 years of his life. This 
was the occasion of one of the finest 
poems which he ever wrote. 
costing the man who stood at the door, 
and asking whether he was the owner 
of the house, the man looked rather 
gruffly and suspiciously at the poet and 
answered, Tes; but when Moore 
mentioned who he was, and told him 
that it was the house where he was 
born, the man’s face brightened tp 
with the most cordial feeling, and, pull- 
ing the visitor along, presented him to 
his wife with the exclamation: ‘‘Here’s 
Sir Thomas Moore, who was born in 
this house, come to ask us to let him see 
the rooms; and it’s proud I am to have 
him under the old root.“
